The battle of Austerlitz was partly 
fought on a frozen lake, and when Ute 
allies were retreating across it Ute shot 
from the French artillery, plunging in­ 
to the ice arui breaking it up, caused 
the death ?*f thousands of Russians and 
Austrians. 
Of the many underground battles 
which have taken place in history Hie 
fiercest was probably that of the siege 
of Haarlem in the Dutch wars.

Spaniards mined and the Dutch coun­ 
termined with equal industry, and be­ 
low the ground a fierce conflict raged.
